Domiuiou Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Aug. 22- 
His Excellency, Countess, and fam- 
ily will roturn to Ottawa on the 4th of 
September . 

Eight Hon. A. Ayrton, lato Chief 
Commissioner of Public \Vorks in the 
Gladstone Cabinet, is at tho Russell 
House. This gentloman with Lord 
Colville and Hon. 0. Colvilla were en- 
tertained yesterday afternoon by Hon. 
R. "SV. Scott, Secretary of State, at his 
country residence. 

Ottawa, Aug. 24. 

A slight frost was perceived hero 
last night. 

The time for roceiving tenders for 
tho Pembina Railway will close to- 
morrow. No timo will be lost in putt- 
ing tho work under contract. 

Ottawa, Aug. 25.— It is understood 
that tho saw mills here will not cloao 
down all at once, but gradually reduce 
their operations in order to avoid dis- 
tress among workingmen. 

Information has been received by^ the 
Department of Justice from tho North 
\Vost Polico Force to tho effect that ther 
■would roach Cypress Hills on or about 
Friday last. This place ia about fifty 
miles or thereabouts from Bow and Belly 
Eiver, the point at which troublo with 
tho American spirit trafliokors was anti- 
cipated, and whero they aro supposed to 
havo established 3 fort. Consequently if 
any difficulty is likely to bo encountered 
at all with those parties, UfO r three 
days will tell, Jaa by that time Colonel 
French will bo in tho locality. Tho chan- 
ces are that no resistance will bo offered 
or mot with. Tho dispatch which con- 
voys tho information above stated also 
says that one of the Inspoctors had been 
detained to bring forward a number of 
horses from across tho plains to Fort Ed- 
monton. The .report further adds that 
the troops are in capital health, and their 
discipline everything that Col. French 
could desire. 

Ottawa, Aug. 21— Official information 
has been received from the International 
Boundary Commission. Capt. Camoron 
and his party have reached tho llocky 
Mountains in safety without mooting any 
difficulties with tho Indians, who lire 
friendly throughout. Tho party -will leave 
on their return early in September. 

A full meeting of tho Cabinet is expect- 
ed to tako place next week, when the Pem- 
bina Branch of tho Pacific Railway con- 
tract, and that for tho Transcontinental 
Telegraph, will be determined. Mr. 
Brydges 1 appointment and other import- 
ant matters are to be considered. 

Mr. Skinner, Chief Messenger of the 
Senate, was seized » ith a severo attack of 
paralysis on Thursday morning, and lies 
in a precaiious condition. 

Fout Gabrt, Aug. 22.— The Hon. Da- 
vid Laird, accompuuiod by tho Lieut. - 
Go\ernor and others, will Btart on Mou 
day to make a treaty with the Oreo In- 
dians. Tho views of tho Minister of tho 
Interior on settlers' rights and tho land 
Jaws, having been mis stated in the Frte 
Press and telegraphed to Canada, that pa- 
per has published a retraction. 

The scaffold for the execution of the 
soldier Michond, who murdered Brown, 
has been erected. Tho execution will take 
place on Wednesday next, and bo the first 
in the Province 

Toronto, Aug. 24. — An aocident occur- 
red in the Globe office this morning which 
delayed the printing of tho paper, and 
was "nearly attended with serious conse- 
quences. Tho engineer neglected tho 
boiler, omitting, to supply it with water, 
and as a consequence it became red hot. 
Then in his fright he attempted to lot 
in cold water. Had he succeeded in this ho 
would havo blown up the building, but tho 
pipe refused to act. There was nothing 
for it but to wait until tho boiler was 
cool. This took some time, so thnt steam 
was not up till 7 o'clock, and most of the 
mails were missod and tho papers not dis- 
tributed in the city till past ten. 

Last night Mary Day, eldest daughter 
of Iiov. Mr. Day.'eurate of Holy Trinity, 
was shot by her brother, a boy about ten 
years of ago. While the father was preach- 
ing the young lady and boy wero in a bed 
room at homo, when ho took up a loadod 
gun whioh had been left standing in a 
corner of the room, and, pointing it at 
his sister, said, "Mary, do you want me 
to shoot you?" Ho pulled the trigger 
and tho ball entered Lis sister's head 
causing instant death. 

London, Aug. 24.— This community 
•was thrown into a stato of painful excite- 
ment on Saturday evening by tho intelli- 
gence that three persons, Mr. Jenkins, 
Mr. Nesbitt, and Miss Tait, were drown- 
ed in tho Thames while attempting to 
cross in a waggon, 

London, Aug, 20.— Last night Mr. 
Buttery, an old and respected citizen, mot 
his death on the Great Western, about 
half a milo west of this station. 



Gloomy Outlook. 



Tho following i.s from a lending arti- 
cle in the 'Quebec Chronicle,' u jour- 
nal inclining to the Conservative side 
of Canadian politics and, consequently, 
not in sympathy with tho present Ad- 
ministration. Although by no means 
endorsing the position taken, wo deem 
it best to let our local readers soe 
what they havo to oxpoct from the 
Conservatives and that they may the 
moro readily realizo that it is to tho 
party now in power Colmmbia must 
look for justico.tho hypocritical clap-

British Columbians to accept or roject 
any now or niqdiliod proposition; and 
upon their acceptance or rejection of 
such an offer must depend tho future 
prosecution or abandonment of tho 
work of building a great intoroccanic 
railway through British American ter- 
ritory. In the meantimo tho building 
of tho branch to Pembina, which is to 
givo access to the North West Pro- 
vince through tho United States, had 
became a work of prime necessity, and 
wo hopo it will bo pushed forward vig- 
orously.

The City Hall Job. 

A PARALLEL CASE AT HALIFAX, 
N. S. 

Wo liava at hand a copy of tbo Halifax 
Reporter of tbo 28th July last, from which 
it would appear that a "job" similar in 
its character to that which ban excited 
the popular mind in this city has been 
attempted thoro. At the sitting of tbo Hali- 
fax City Council on tbo 28th July tbo fol- 
lowing proceedings took placo ou this 
Bubject: 

Aid. Forsyth moved the following re- 
solution by way of notico: 

" Whereas it appeared to bo tbo opinion 
of the groat majority of rato payer* that 
tho site rocoutly selected by this Coun- 
cil whereon to erect tbo proposed now 
City Hall, is not approved of by citizens 
generally: 

'•Therefore Resolved, That no further steps 
ha takon at present towards tho erection 
of tho proposed edifice, or until proper 
authority bo obtained through tho Legis- 
lature for tho placing of tho new City 
Hall either on the south end of tho Grand 
Parade or on tho City Market Square. 

Aid. Graham through tho question 
should bo settled, but as tbo voto of tho 
Council did not appear to be sufficient 
until A PUBLIC EXPRESSION HAD 
BEEN GIVEN BY A PUBLIC MEET- 
ING, it would no doubt bo best to post- 
pone action until tbo noxt meeting of tho 
Council. 

"THE MAYOR SAID THAT WAS 
THE ONLY COURSE tho Council could 
pursue; and therefore the matter was al- 
lowed to stand over." 

It will bo soon that tho Halifax City 
Council defers to public opinion and 
await its expression, while tho City Coun- 
cil of Victoria flout it and sot it at de- 
fiance. In the Ring Organ of yesterday 
wo found tho extraordinary statement 
that $500 more was offered for tho lots 
than the city paid for them. The utter 
vrorthlessnoas of this statement is found 
in tho fact that thrice during the negotia- 
tions the purchase was declared "off," 
and yet tbo owners made no effort to sell 
it at the adv.mco of §500, but held on for 
the lower figure offered by tho Council. 
In this refpect, too, wo iind that in the 
pate of tho Western and Eastern "jump- 
ing-off places" of the Dominion the par- 
allel is perfect. At Halifax as at Victoria 
the P.iagites declared tho property cen- 
tral and that it bad been offered at a great 
nacrilice by the owner, whereupon tho 
Heparter remarks: 

"If the aldermen have bound them- 
Bolvesbody and soul to Mr. Jennett to 
puch an extent that they cannot got rid 
of the contract and must complete tho 
purchaso, it serves them right if thoy aro 
made personally liable— they must fork 
over the purchaso money between thom. 
But why should thero be any difficulty ? 
If the site is to central— the central pivot 
of the metropolis — and tho ground has 
boon offered at such immenso sacriticoby 
tho owner, why in heaven's name, if spec- 
ulation is their forte, why do not tho 
Ring-Grabbors completo the pnrchnso as 
a private speculation ? That's what's tho 
matter."

cievod such a liking. Is thero anything 
unconstitutional or arbitary in that ?

1493— A bull and several cows from 
Spain, by Columbus, on his second 

voyage. 

1518— Tbo Baron do Levy mado an 
abortive attempt at settlement on Sa- 
ble Island, whore tho cattlo loft by 
him iDci eased and multiplied. 

1553 — Tho Portuguese took cattlo to 
Newfoundland and Nova Scotia. 

1G0-1— Cattlo wero brought into Aca- 
dia by L/Escarlot, a Fronch lawyer. 

1008 — Tho French extended thoir 
acttlomont into Canada, and soon af- 
ter introduced various animals. ■ 

1609— Tho Brat cattlo introduced in- 
to Virginia wero previous to this 
year, 

11110— Sir Ralph Lam brought cows 
to Virginia from tho West Indies. 

1614— Tho Dutch brought cattlo to 
New York from Holland. They wero 
black and white, and red and white, 
and noted as good milkers. 

1624— Edward Winslow imported 3 
heifers and a bull into Plymouth col- 
ony. 

1624 — Cattlo imported into New 
Netherlands, from the Texo] in Holl- 
and, by the Dutch Wost India Cora- 
pauy. 

102fi — Twolvo cows wero sont to 
Capo Ann. 

1G27 — Cattlo were imported into 
Delaware by tho Swedes. 

1(>29 — Thirty cows were sonttoCape 
Ann. Sixty or seventy cows and oxen 
imported under tho direction of Fran- 
cis Higgonson, formerly of Leicester- 
shire, k>r tho governor and company 
of tho Massachusetts Bay in Now 
England. 

1631 or 1632 — Capt. John Mason 
introduced cattlo from Denmark into 
Now Hampshire. These cattlo wero 
of a largo size, and of yellowish color. 
This breed remained pure and unmix- 
ed near Agamcnticus, in Maino, down 
to about tho year 1820.

Tho man came over to the camp, and 
asked the cook what kind of a man 
Douglass was, saying ho invited him 
to eat and then chased him out with n 
gun. As ho asked this question, 
Douglass camo out and said: "You 

son of a b , you aro talking about 

mo." At that moment Douglass shot, 
tho charge taking effect in tho neck, 
severing tho jugular vein, tho man dy- 
ing almost instantly. Tho cook told 
Douglass: "You havo killed tho man.' 
Ho said, "I don't care, I will kill an- 
other ono." Immediately after, Doug- 
lass took one of the stage horses and 
rode off and it is known that the Stage 
Company assisted him into Silver 
City, aud Mr. Parker, Division agent, 
paid Douglass off and let him go. 
From a tax receipt found in tho mur- 
dered man's pocket, given in Owyhee 
District, his name was found to bo H. 
"Walker; also money to tho amount of 
$160 in gold notes, which was sent to 
P. Burr, contractor of tho telegraph 
line. Tho murdered man was buried 
back of the station whero, Mr. Brooks 
says, wero other graves, and also says 
this is Douglass' fourth victim.

Washington Cor, of the Chicago Times, 
Tho afternoon before adjournment 
tho Sonato was in private cabal ovor 
tho Canadian Reciprocity Treaty.

But tho mysterious press- 
agencies were successful after soveral 
hours of anxiety, and it was made 
known quickly among the correspon- 
dents that tho Senate had determined 
not to allow a word of the Treaty to be 
printed, unless it should be ratified. 
Gen. H. V. Boyuton is not a corres- 
pondent of tho Now York "Tribune," 
but ho happened to know of some 
things which had beou going on in tho 
Washington office of that paper tho 
night before. When ha heard how 
jealously tho Senators were guarding 
tho precious text of the Treaty, he 
smiled amiably. Then he penciled a 
few words on a bit of paper, and sont 
tho note inside, by a vigilant door- 
tondor, to Carl Schurz. Schurz is 
said to have spread his saturnine 
mouth into a ten inch grin when ho 
glanced ovor the scrawl. Then ho 
arose and craved permission of the 
secret seventy to read what ho held in 
his hand. It read thus: 

Friend Schurz: If you Senators 
will only wait till tho 4 o'clock train 
arrives from Now York, you can all of 
you buy a copy of your old treaty in 
tho "Tribuno" of this morning.

Regina vs. Thompson & Smallpieee, 
publishers and proprietors of tho "Na- 
tional" newspaper. — Mr. J. Hillyard 
Cameron, Q. C, moved for a rule nisi 
for leave to tile a criminal information 
against tho defendants in tho follow- 
ing terms: 

I am about to move for leave to file 
a criminal information on the applica- 
tion of tho Hon. George Brown, against 
Thompson & Sinallpieec, proprietors 
and publishers of the "National" news- 
paper, published in Toronto. The in- 
formation is for a libel of a very gross 
character which has been published 
against Mr. Brown, and continued in 
several numbers of that papor since 
tho sitting of this Court last term. 
Mr. Brown was anxious to take 
tho Tory earliest opportunity of appear- 
ing before the Court and asking leave to 
tile the information, because he must, 'be- 
fore tho Court could grant by the prac- 
tice which was invariably pursued in 
such cases, make a clear and distinct 
statement on oath that the charges un 
which the application was founded were 
utterly and absolutely untrue. There 
hnd been a persistent and determined at- 
tempt on tho part of tho parties against 
whom t ho application is made to coutinuo 
theso libellous attacks from the time 
when tho tirst paper which contained ono 
of them was issued, and not only in tho 
papor brought before the Court now on 
affidavit, but in soveral other issues of the 
National woro statements of this libellous 
character made. It was known Mr. brown 
was ono of those appointed by the Ontar- 
io Government to advise as to the estab- 
lishment of the Model Farm nearGuolph 
and tho charge that was complained of 
as libellous is, that ho had placed there 
ami was maintaining at tho public ex- 
penso his illegitimate son, the child of n 
woman whom ho had seduced in Both- 
well, and to whom or to whoso friends 
ho had paid the sum of 553,000 to hush 
tho matter up. Tho libel his been so 
pr>rsi»U ntly continued, and has been, in 
consequence of the action of tho National 
nowspaper, so extensively circulated and 
and copied in all parts of tho country, 
that I am euro thnt the Court will not, 
under tho circumstances, hesitate for a 
moment in granting the application. 

Mr. Edgar, ivho appeared with Mr. 
Cameron, then road tho affidavits and the 
libellous portions of throo copies of tho 
paper, and tho Court granted tho rule as 
asked for.
